"NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 47.60
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) By July 1, 2011, the departnment nust transfer all managenent
aspects of the Washington state ferries system including vessels,
termnals, docks, and facilities other than Eagle Harbor, to a private
vendor, according to the follow ng requirenents:

(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of «collective bargaining
agreenents and | aws and rul es governing vendor agreenents, the private
managenent firm nust be allowed to negotiate food and vendor
contracts;

(b) Wthin one year after the transfer of nanagenent to a private
firm and upon consultation with the |egislature, the managenent firm
must provide a strategy for enployee collective bargaining and | abor
procedures; and

(c) The new managenent firm nust allow private passenger-only
ferry operators approved by the wutilities and transportation
conm ssi on access to docks and term nals where feasible.

(2) The departnent nust contract for the design, construction and
mai nt enance of new vessel s using a design-buil d-mai ntain procedure.

(3) By July 1, 2011, the departnment nust sell to the highest
bi dder the Eagl e Harbor nmintenance facility. Follow ng the sale, al
mai nt enance and preservation work nust be perforned by privately-owned
shi pyards. "

EFFECT. Requires the Departnent of Transportation (DOT) to
transfer to a private vendor all aspects of nmanagenent of the
Washi ngton State Ferries system excluding Eagle Harbor. In
addition, the private vendor is allowd to negotiate food and
vendor contracts outside of collective bargaining agreenents or
ot her | aws governi ng vendor agreenents and the managenent firm
nmust all ow private passenger-only ferry operators approved by the
Uilities and Transportati on Comm ssion access to docks and
termnals where feasible. Wthin one year of the transfer of
managenent to a private firm the firmis required to provide a
strategy for enployee collective bargai ning and | abor procedures,
in consultation with the Legislature.
